BODY FOUNDIN WOODS 


Aged Nashua Woman Wandered 


Away From Her Home 


SWEPT BMORNADO 


Eight Persons Killed and Properly 


NASHUA, Nov. 13.—Tho 
mystery 


surrounding tho disappearance of Mrs. 
Belle Whittcmore. an aged resident of 
Elm street, six weeks a.go was solved 
yesterday morning by tho finding ot 
her body in the woods. 
Fred Tesstnario and another young 


man wore ranging tho woods along the 
Dunstable road, two miles 
southwest 


of tho city, when ahout 3.30 o'clock 
they discovered the body of a woman 
in a clump of trees halt' a mile back 
of tho farm of Augustus Blain. 
The 


police were notified and 
Patrolman 


Charles Desmarais and Deputy Medi- 
cal Referee Benjamin G. Moron went 
to tho scene. 
Dr. Moran authorized tho removal of 


the body to an undertaker's, whore it 
was identified by Rev. J. E. Cross. Mrs. 
Whittemore's pastor. 
The body was 


scantily clad, nearly all the garments 
having been taken off by .the woman 
herself, it is believed, as the, medical 


referee found no cause for suspicion 
of foul play. 
In the pockets of 
her 


gown, which lay nearby, wore four ap- 
ples. 
The theory of the. authorities is that 


Jlrs. Whitlemore became mentally de- 
ranged and wandered away into the 
woods and when she disrobed and laid 
down she had the idea that she was 
going to bod. 
Tho body was buried in Woodland 


cemetery yesterday afternoon, Rev. Mr. 
Cross officiating. 
Mrs Whittemoro was 75 years old, 


the widow of Charles A. Whlttemore. 
and had lived

Nashua. Sho supported herself and was 
a member of the Disciples church. 


She had no relatives in Nashua, bin 


when she disappeared a reward was 
offered by her friends in and out of 
the church for any news concerning 
her.

THE VOTER'S DUTY AND RESPONSIBILITY 


The citizens of Lowell have before them the task of employing five men 


to conduct the business of the municipality under the new charter. The 
voter should now realize as never before the responsibility placed upon his 
shoulders in having a direct share in the selection of these men. Every 
citizen in this case should regard himself as an employer. He is a stock- 
holder, so to.speak, in the municipal corporation and should exercise as 
good judgment in selecting the men to serve the city as if he were employing 
them to take charge of business for himself. That is the rule that should 
guide every voter at the polls in the primary as well as in the final elections. 


The old custom of voting for any nincompoop who buttonholes you on 


the street should be dropped. It has done more to ruin the city than any 
other mistake made by the voters. But for that custom we might have over- 
come the defects in the old charter but as soon as the voters began to. sup- 
port only the candidates who made a business of politics and who spent 
months visiting the voters at their homes, th«n good government became 
impossible. 


Some voters will say that the new charter was put through by a clique 


as a means of capturing the offices. It was put through because under the 
old charter the voters elected to the city council some men who were a dis- 
grace to themselves, to the city and especially to the men who elected them. 
There is no need to mention names but voters in their sober senses made 
a farce of our city government by sending men to.the city council whom 
they would not entrust with a peanut stand if the business were their own. 


'•. is there a sane man in Lowell who can deny this statement? There is 
Where the movement for a new charter originated—in the utter disregard of 
common decency and practical results shown by the citizens in some of the 
wards in selecting men for the city council. 


Let us hope that the voters who .have been guilty of this political mal- 


feasance will see their duty clear in the present case and do their part with 
one end in view and that the choice of the very best men possible for every 
office to be filled under the new charter. 


Let no voter throw away his vote upon a weak or worthless candidate. 


If any.joke candidate gets fifty or a hundred votes, the fact will be clear 
that just so many men vested with the franchise and given a heavy responsi- 
bility under the new charter have thrown it ail to the winds and voted for 
a man whose election would be anything but a joke.

A LITTLE NONSENSE 


Brockton Youngsters Cornered in 


a Barn and Arrested 


BROCKTON, Nov. 13.—Three boys. 


all under 15, unfl armed with revolvers, 
terrified tho Cary Hill section of the 
city yesterday afternoon, finally being 
cornered In a barn at Cary and Court 
streets by police Inspectors. 
One of 


them (ired at William J. McDonald of 
85 Cary street, a special patrolman, 
and tho bullet whizzed by his ear. 


Tho boys save their names as Hiram 


Johnson, aged 10, of 500 Court street: 
Jonathan Johnson, 
aged 18, of 500 


Cary street, and 
George C. Jacobs, 


aged 14, of 7 Bennett street. 
Each 


had a revolver in his possession when 
arrested anil empty shells showed that 
several shots had been fired. One re- 
volver was 88 caliber and the other 
two were 22. 


Tho hoys first attracted attention by 


brandishing their weapons an they 
walked .along Cary street. 
Seeing a 


group of smaller boys tho trio opened 
fire at long range, scattering the lit- 
tle follows. Many of the younger boys 
in their fright ran Into the woods on 
Cary Hill and remained there until long 
after the excitement had subsided. 


Word of tho shooting reached Spe- 


cial Patrolman McDonald and he gavo 
chase to the lads, overtaking them on 
the edge of tho woods.

the 'boys were firing blank cartridges 
and ran up to within 25 yards oC them, 
when one of them, said to be Jona- 
than Johnson, lircd his revolver at Mc-

traced his steps, as he was unarmed, 
[-to reported to the police and -Inspect- 
ors Groco and Saunders were sent to 
,h(! scene in .an automobile. 


Meanwhile the entire Cary Hill spc- 


:ion 
had become alarmed. Men. women 


and children rushed under cover and 
telephone messages to the .police sta- 
tion came thick and fast. 
The move- 


ments of the three boys were traced 
and when tho two inspectors rushed 
through Court street they were direct- 
ed to the barn oil Joseph G. Warren 
and told that tho boys had taken ref- 
uge there" 


Tho two inspectors were 
somewhat 


wary about entering the barn. After a 
council of war it was decided to at- 
tack the building 
from 
cither end. 


both inspectors entering the barn at 
the same time. 
By this time, appar- 


ently, the boys had realized the seri- 
ousness of their acts and they made no 
effort to resist arrest, the inspectors 
ilnding them huddled close together in 
a corner.

since Friday: .last for about 20 hours 
each day. 


Dr. Chagnon, health officer ot War- 


wick, investigated 'many suspicious 
cases of. sickness yesterday and also 
sent out a general warning to the resi- 
dents of the Pawtuxet Valley to call 
him immediately, if they heard of any 
cases in which physicians have not 
been summoned. 


The plans for quarantining are well 


laid out :and serious cases are being 
carefully guarded, while the victims in 
a number of Instances have been sent 
to the smallpox hospital at Coventry 
village. 
There were ton sufferers in 


this hospital .last night.. 


The smallpox hospital at the Town 


asylum was also prepared for the re- 
ception of patients last night. The hos- 
pital may accommodate twenty per- 
sons, it was stated. 


Not all the sufferers' will be sent to 


tho hospitals. Only those stricken in 
crowded tenements and the ve-ry worsl 
of the cases in general can be given 
hospital treatment.

ing: nurses and others to care for the 
sick, although a liberal sum was of- 
fered by the town officers for their 
work.

ers at first. It was currently reported 
ast night, however, that the disease 
vas brought into tho valley by three 
lewcomers from Quebec and that they 
came from a Canadian town where 
;hore were 40 cases of smallpox. 


It is the plan of Health Officers 


Chagnon, Bean and Tilllnghast, to vac- 
cinate every school child in the range 
of the epidemic and to seo to it that 
nearly every other resident of tho val- 
~ey--1s also vaccinated.

night that the outbreak is tho worst

Schooner Was Caught in 


Heavy Gale 


NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—The cold 


wave that chased into the Atlantic 
some of tho balmiest Indian summer 
weather New York ever has enjoyed 
tightened its grip today and sent the 
mercury down 
to 24 degrees. This 
minimum recorded at eight o'clock this 
morning meant a fall of 44 degrees 
since one o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
The gale on which the frigid weather 
rode into town continued today at 38 
miles an hour.

THE ANTI-PRESS 
PROPAGANDA 


Tho propaganda whose special business it is to persuade the masses 


that the newspapers do not tell the truth on any question is one of the worst 
enemies of the plain people. From every street c-.nrncr during a campaign 
you can hear men appeal to the people for sympathy and support on the 
ground that they are opposed by the press or that the press will not publish 
what they say. It is time something were done to put a slop to these 
itinerant shouters who assail public men in the vilest terms, and all this 
ostensibly to help some cause or the candidacy of some politician. Unless 
a newspaper deals out anarchy, profanity and libel it cannot report what 
these shouters have to say. Yet these men have a grievance against the press 
because they are not reported. The press is, therefore, "not reliable" and the 
people are asked to believe that it is also untruthful and on such authority. 
When the people learn to pay more attention to the advice of the press and 
less to that of the peripatetic orators they will find themselves more gen- 
erally right than they have been in the past. 


THE VOTER'S DUTY AND RESPONSIBILITY 


The citizens of Lowell have before them the task of employing five men 


to conduct the business of the municipality under the new charter. The 
voter should now realize as never before the responsibility placed upon his 


sfcoulders in having a direct share in the selection of these men. Every 
citizen in this case should regard himself as an employer. He is a stock- 
holder; so to speak, in the municipal corporation and. should exercise as 


.good judgment in selecting the men to serve the city as if he were employing 
them to take charge of business for himself. That is the rule that should 
guide every voter at the polls in the primary as well as in the final elections 


The old custom of voting for any nincompoop who buttonholes you on 


the street should be dropped. It has done more to ruin the city than anj 
other mistake made by the voters. But for that custom we might have over 


come the defects in the old'charter but as soon as the voters began to sup 
port only the candidates who made a business of politics and who spen 
months visiting the voters at their homes, then good government becami 
impossible. 


Some voters will 'say that the new charter was put through by a cliqm 


as a means of capturing the offices. It was put through because under tin 
old charter the voters elected to the city council some men who were a dis 
grace to themselves, to the city and especially to the men who elected them 
There is no need to mention names but voters in their sober senses mad 
a farce of our^city government by sending men to the city council whom 
they would not entrust with a peanut stand if the business were their own 


Is there a sane man in Lowell who can deny this statement? There i 


where the movement for a new charter originated—in the utter disregard o 
common decency and practical results shown by the citizens in some of th 
wards In selecting'men for the city council. 


Let us hope that the. voters who have been guilty of this political mal 


feasance will see their duty clear in the present case and do their part wit 
one end in view and that the choice of the very best men possible for ever 
office to be filled under the new charter. 


Let no voter throw away his vote upon a weak or worthless canditlat 


If any joke candidate gets fifty or a hundred votes, the fact will be clea 
that just so many men vested with the franchise and given a heavy respons 
bllity under the new charter have thrown it all to the winds and voted fo 
a man whose election would be anything but a joke.

Brockton Youngsters Cornereil in 


a Barn and Arrested 


A LITTLE NONSENSE 


BROCKTON, Nov. 13.—Three boys. 


nil under 15, and armed with revolvers, 
terrified the Cary Hill section of the 
city yestorduy afternoon, finally being 
cornered in a barn at Cary and Court 
streets by police.inspectors. 
One of 


them fired at William J. McDonald of

and the bullet whizzed by his ear. 


The boys save their names as Hiram 


Johnson, aged 10. of 500 Court, street:

Each 


had a revolver in his possession when 
arrested and empty shells showed that 
several shots had been flrod. One re- 
volver was 38 caliber and the other 
two were 32.
